WIRELESS GRIPS 
MAN WANTED FOR 
ACQUES MURDER 


Nicholas Desmone Located by 
Detective Jos. Cahill on 
Board Italian Steamship. 


JUST MISSED BY SLEUTH 


Wild Race to New York with Sus- 
pect’s Wife Ends Two 
Hours Too Late. 


WILL BE TAKEN AT GIBRALTAR 


The long arm of the wireless has reached 
out to help the Chicago police this week in the 
capture of a man wanted here for murder. 
By means of aerial messages between New 


York and the steamer Capura, which sailed | 


Monday, Detective Joseph Cahill of the Chi- 
cago police believes he has positive evidence 
that Nicholas Desmone is sunning himself 
on the steerage deck of the steamer, unmind- 
ful of the plan to arrest him when the ship 
touches at Gibraltar. 


Fled Chicago in July. 

Desmone flied from Chicago in July after 
the murder of James Acques, a restaurant 
keeper, whose body, riddled with bullets, was 
found in an alley in the rear of Desmone’s 
home at 4943 South Dearborn street. The 
police have under arrest nine men who they 
say were in Desmone’s cellar on the night 
Acques was shot to death while gambling. 
The man’s wife has been under constant es- 
pienage since the flight of the husband. On 
Sunday the woman received a letter which 
fell into the hands of the police and was 
translated. 

Two hours later Detective Cahill, with Mrs. 
Desmone, was on his way to New York. 
Cahill, with his hand on the woman's arm, 
pushed his way hurriedly through the 
crowds at the Grand Central station and 
jumped into a taxicab. 


Tries to Catch Boat. 

“To the east river docks,’ he shouted to 
the chauffeur, “and a five spot extra for 
speed.” 

The machine whirled across town with the 
detective and the woman. Under directions 
from Cahill it drew up at the docks of the 
General Navigation company of Italy. 

The Capura had sailed twohours previous- 
ly. Cahill, learning that there was no way 


he could get aboard the boat, took Mrs. Des.-,, Lyle, secretary for the Englewood Law and 


mone to a police station. Then he went to 
the wireless sending station at the company’s 
docks. 

** See if you can raise the Capura,”’ he said 
to the operator, rolling a fat cigar across the 
table and showing his credentials. The op- 
erator placed his hearing apparatus to his 
ears; attuned his bars for reception and be- 
gan hurling the call out across the ocean. 

“C-Pp,” “C-P,” “ C-P,”’ was the hail sent 
out by crackling blue flashes telling the pow- 
er behind it. The Capura’s operator finally 
replied. 

** Is Nick Desmone, on steerage list as Tony 
Vadelo, on board?’ was the query. 


Detective Dictates Description. 
Cahill followed by dictating to the operator 


for two months, 

** Steward looking through steerage,”’ was 
the reply from the Capura. ‘“‘ What’s the 
matter?’ 

‘‘He is wanted for murder. If he is on 
board don’t let him know his identity is dis- 
covered.’’ was the word flashed from land. 

There was a wait of forty minutes, during 
which Cahill chewed his cigar as he walked 
nervously up and down theroom. He stopped 
several times and looked out across New 
York bay from one of the windows in the 
tower. 

Then the operator, with the receivers 
clamped to his ears, beckoned the detective 
to his side. Cahill watched the pencil is his 
hand as it traced the message almost hes!i- 
tatingly across the blank. It réad: 

De«mone on board. ~* Does not 
know we know him. will 
watch. CAPURA, 

“T’'ve got him at last,’’ shouted Cahill. 
“ The telegraph offce. I've got to get this 
news to the bo@s back in Chicago. I guess 
this won't tickle old Herman when he reads 
it.’? 

The message was received in Chicago at 
the office of First Deputy Superintendent of 
Police Herman Schuettler. Later wires from 
Cahill in New York were to the effect that 
he had made arrangements by cable for the 
arrest of Desmone at Gibraltar, where the 
Capura touches on or about Wednesday next. 


MOTORMAN LEAPS FROM CAR; 
STOPS RUNAWAY; BREAKS LEG. 


“All in a Day’s Work,” He Says After 
Being Dragged Distance of Fifty 
Feet.

Mr. Sullivan adorned his re- 
marks with expressions usually indicated by 
blanks. ) 

The occasion was Mr. Lyle’s objection to 
the further postponement of one of the En- 
glewood dice gambling cases. Mr. Sullivan, 
in agreement with the attorneys for the al- 
leged gamblers, insisted that the case be 
continued until Oct. 27. Among the attor- 
neys for the defendants was John C. Wil- 
liams, personal attorney for State’s Attorney 
Maclay Hoyne. 

State Agrees to Continuance, 

Attorney William S&S. Oppenheim, repre- 
senting O. H. Young, charg«d with keeping 


a description of the man he has been hunting |J@ gambling house at 6206 Halsted street, In- 


troduced the case at the opening of court. It 
was in Young's cigar store that detectives 
for the Englewood Law and Order league 
say they played “ 26,” the dice gambling 
game which the citizens of Englewood have 
determined to stamp out from their section 
of the city. 

“We have agreéd, your honor, with the 
state’s attorney for a cont.nuance in chis 
case,” said Attorney Oppenheim:. “ We have 
agreed upon Oct. 27. We wish to thoroughly 
prepare our defense.” 2 

“We have agreed to the continuance, 
echoed Sullivan. 

“Is there any one else concerned in this 
case?” asked Judge Fake. 


Lyle Ignores Sullivan Grammar. 

‘Your honor, I represenc tne Englewood 
Law and Order league and——’’ began At- 
torney Lyle when interrupted by a hoot from 
Sullivan. 

“You don’t represent nothing,” said the 
assistant state’s attorney. 

“The citizens of Englewood object to the 
further postponement of this case,’ con- 
tinued Lyle, ignoring the interruption and 
the grammar. “ The case has already been 
econtinued. There is no reason why tne 
state's attorney can’t go t~ trial at once. 
Ali of the witnesses for the prosecution are 
here—the defendants and their attorneys all 
seem to be here—and here is the state's at- 
torney. 

* We object to the further continuance of 
this case on the grounds that Chicago is 
overrun with gambling now. This ‘ 26° dice 
game is worse than policy or handbook 
gambling. We are receiving letters from 
mothers and wives and daughters, whose 
sons, husbands, and fathers are being swin- 
died every week out of their wages. 

“ Here's one letter that I just received this 
morning from a wom&n whose large famiiy 
is in want because ner husband loses his 
anlary weekly in one of these gambling dens 
in Englewood. Our people want protection 
from this condition. That is why we think 
this case ought to be disposed of and the 
gambling stopped. We are here, prepared 
with the witnesses, the evidence, and the law. 
We have evidence in 100 or more cases and 
warrants are to be sworn out. This cace 
ought to go to trial.” 

Lyle Accuses State’s Attorney. 

“ I don’t know who this here shyster-make- 
shift of a lawyer is,” said Sullivan,.“ who 
comes in here and imposes himself on this 
court. The state’s attorney has the right tc 
agree to a continuance if he wants to. We 
have agreed and that’s all there Is to it. The 
court has the right to ignore this person. 


“Your honor,” resumed Attorney Lyle, 
“the state’s attorney has opposed <- 


cases from the start. That is the condition 
that makes it necessary for others to come 
in and see that the cases are prosecuted. The 
state’s attorney fought the issuance of the 
warrant in this case. He has opposed the 
prosecution at every maye. In the Hyde 
Park and the Englew courts he has re- 
peatedly agreed to continuances, and he has 
done everything possible to obstruct justice.”’ 
“I must assume that an. honest state's at- 
torney will do his duty,” said Judgt Fake. 


Lawyer Question’s Hoyne’s Honesty. 

“Yes, your honor,”’ said Mr. Lyle, “an 
honest state’s attorney will do his duty, but 
this state’s attorney is in collusion with the 
gamblers, and instead of opposing continu- 
ancec and prosecuting the cases as the

TUG IS FIRST BOAT TO PASS 
THROUGH PANAMA CANAL LOCK. 


Vessel] Makes Ascent from the Atlantic 
Ocean to Gatun Lake—Goethals Mar- 
ter of Ceremonies. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

Panama, Sept. 26.—The tug Gatun, which 
has been hauling mud from the: Atlantic 
entrance of the canal, was the first vessel 
to pass through a lock of the Panama canal. 
It made the ascent from the Atlantic ocean 
to Gatun lake this afternoon. This event 
was witnessed by Col. George W. Goethals, 
chairman of the Panama canal commission; 
Col. Hodges, Col. Stebert, Engineer Schild- 
hauer, and about 200 others persons. 

The Atlantic ocean is now joined with 
Gatun lake and the first link in the all water 
route across the isthmus has been completed. 

Mirofiores lake will be flooded on Oct. 1 
and Culebra cut on Oct. 10, thus completing 
the entire chain. 

The flooding of the lock began at 11 o’Clock 
this morning. All the gates and valves in 
the eastern filght were operated and the 
chambers were filled by 4:45 p.m. The tug 
entered the lower lock at 5 o'clock and passed 
into the lake at 6:58 p. m. The miter gates 


-and culvert valves worked smoothly. 


Col. Goethals was greatly pleased with the 
satisfactory working of everything. 

The lake level is now 05 feet above the sea. 
The final level is to be 85 feet above the sea 
level. The passage of ships will require one 
hour and thirty. minutes. 


p. J. CAMPAU BADLY INJURED 
IN CAR-AUTOMOBILE CRASH. 
Misplaced Switch Causes Street Carrier 


to Smash Into Electric Machine 
Driven by Millionaire. 


Detroit, Mich., Sept. 26.—[Special.J—p, J. 
Campau, millionaire politician and ho 
who was W. J. Bryan’s right hand man in 
Michigan in three campaigns, was badly 
injured this afternoon in an automobile acci- 
dent. He is now in Harper hospital, attended 
by three physicians. 

_Mr. Campau was driving in Woodward ave- 
nue in his electric coupe. A misplaced street 
railway switch at Grand River avenue was 
the cause of the damage. Mr. Campau was 
proceeding in accordance with the traffic of- 
ficers’ signals, so was the motorman, but the 
switch swung the trolley car around with 
terrific violence against Mr. Campau’s elec- 
eos threw open the door and tried to 
when he saw his danger, but it was too late.

WASP STING KILLS» 
AMERICAN WOMAN 


Bite on Lady Molesworth’s 
Jugular Vein Causes Heart 
Failure and Death. 


DIES IN TWENTY MINUTES

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, Sept. 26—Lady Jane Moles- 
worth, widow of Sir Lewis William Moles- 


worth and half sister of Mrs. Edith Me- 
Laughlin of Chicago, was stung on the jug- 


ular vein by a wasp early today and she died 
in twenty minutes. 

A coroner's jury found that Lady Moles- 
worth had died fron heart failure, which 
was caused by the sting of the insect. The 
verdict was based on evidence given by physi- 
clans. 

Miss Frost, a sister of the dead woman, 
testified that Lady Molesworth was sitting in 
the drawing room when the Wasp stung her 
in the neck. She went upstairs immediately 
and applied ammonia to the wound. When 
she returned she complained of palpitation of 
the heart. 


Finds Sister in Faint. 

Miss Frost immediately rushed out of the 
room to get some brandy, but when she 
returned she found that her sister had faint- 
ed. She called a doctor at once, but Lady 
Molesworth died before he arrived. This 
was about twenty minutes atfer she had 
been stung. 

Dr. Sharp testified that Lady Molesworth’s 
heart was not very strong and the exertion 
of running upstairs caused the blood to cir- 
culate more freely and assisted in the dis- 
tribution of the poison. The sting had pene- 
trated one of the large veins of the neck. 


Attracts Medical Attention, 

The case is attracting general attention. 
Medical men say that it is probable Lady 
Molesworth was sympathetic to wasp poison 
which in that case would act as a virulent 
heart depressant. The fact that the sting 
was inflicted in a large vein would greatly 
increase the liability to death. 

This suggests that the poison goes quickly 
and directly to the heart and causes paralysis 
of that organ. Nevertheless there have been 
very few cases where the heart has been 
affected by a wasp’s sting. Most healthy per- 
sons who are stung do not suffer any way 
except at the point where the sting is in- 


fiicted. 


SHOCK TO HALF SISTER. 

News of the death of Lady Molesworth 
through the sting of a wasp shocked Mrs. 
George D. McLaughlin of Lake Forest when 
she was told of the accident. Lady Moles- 
worth was a half sister of Mrs. McLaughlin. 

“Mrs. McLaughlin has not seen Lady 
Molesworth for nearly twenty-five years and 
go knows little about her,” Mr. McLaughlin 
said. “ Lady Molesworth passed her youth 
in St. Louis and went from there to England 
when she was married. She was not known 
in Chicago, except by the friends who knew 
her in St. Louis. We are sorry to hear of 


her sudden death.”

TO PROTECT LIVES 
OFU.S.IMMIGRANTS 


Forelgn Language Newspapers 
to Help Extend Teachings of 
Public Safety Board. 


FOUR PUT ON COMMISSION 


Their Chief, Louis Hammerling, Says 
97 Per Cent of Accident Vi 
tims Are New Arrivals. 


600 NEWSPAPERS IN $2,400 GIFT

In an effort to help and protect the thou- 
sands of immigrants who come to America 
from Europe every year, 600 foreign lan- 
guage newspapers of the United States yes- 
terday offered their services to the publiv 
safety commission of Chicago and Cook 
county. To show their good faith they gave 
the board $2,400 in cash. The foreign lan- 
guage editors intend to make the Chicago 
commission the directing influence of a 
nation-wide campaign for safety among 
America's foreign born peoples. 

The money was given to the commission ip 
a check by Louls Hammerling, president of 
the American Association of Foreign Lan- 
guage Newspapers. Mr. Hammerling an- 
nounced the purpose of the editors who gave 
the money. He said they expect the com- 
mission to provide articles on the campaign 
to be waged against avoidable accidents. 
These articles will be translated and printed 
in the various papers of the association. 

The offer was made in the Hotel La Salle 
at a joint meeting of the editors and members 
of the commission. 


Editors Put on Board. 

F. S. Lambros, editor of the Greek Stag, 
arranged the meeting. It was attended by 
eighteen editors, all of whom today will begin 
an editorial campaign in coJperation with the 
public safety commission. On the suggestion 
of Coroner Hoffman, who attended the meet- 
ing, the editors selected four of their num- 
ber to hecome members of the commission.

Mr. Lambros, toastmaster, opened the 
meeting by saying: “ Weall extend to Coro- 
ner Hoffman and the safety commission the 
united and enthusiastic support of the for- 
eign press of this city. Our publications 
reach nearly 1.000,Q00 people. most of whom 
are foreigners unacquainted with American 
customs and in the greatest danger of acci- 
dent. We mean to influence our pulpits and 
teachers to propagate this campaign am 
all those of foreign descent."’ 


Hoffman Explains Board. 

Coroner Hoffman explained the work of 
the commission, pointed out its alms, and 
how he believed the aims could be accom- 
plished. Graham Taylor advocated better 
political education of foreign born residents 
of the Seventeenth ward so they could effect 
through the city council reforms needed in 
the ward. He pointed out that Grand ave- 
nue and Halsted street is one of the most 
dangerous street intersections in Chicago 
and that the foreign editors could minimise 
accidents there and elsewhere by entering 
the campaign. 

State Senator Ettelson urged organized 
movements for bringing about state legisla- 
tion. He said members of the state legisia- 
ture desire to do the right thing, but often 
through lack of information or misinforma- 
tion they went wrong. The remedy, he said, 
lies in visits to Springfield of delegates from 
organized movements, armed with facts and 


statistics. 


Says Immigrants Suffer. 

Mr. Hammerling, spokesman for the edi- 
tors, said in part: ¢ 

“IT have been deeply touched by the words 
of your coroner. You have started a move- 
ment with untold possibilities. I feel more 
strongly on the subject tuan do most of those 
not acquainted with the problem of the for- 
eign barn. Ninety-seven per cent of the 
accidents in our industria! plants are inflicted 
on immigrant population. 

“It is among those men not accustomed to 
the way things are done in this country that 
the most work is to be done. I will give 
$2.400 for the work of your commission as a 
gift of the association of which I am preal- 
dent. 


Lauds Immigrants to JU. &, 

“We are Americans, all of us. We strive 
to be good American citizens. There are 
thousands of foreign immigrants who come 
to this country every year and find them- 
selves ignorant of conditions and unable te 
speak the language. They eventually be- 
come the bulwarks of your country. The 
Woolworth building, in which I have my of- 
fices in New York, and which is fifty-six 
stories high, was built by immigrants from 
architect to hodcarrier. 

“I have experienced the trials and strug~ 
gies of a young immigrant in this country. 
I know what it means to arrive in a big 
city and be unable to find friends or to be 
able to secure food and lodging. I recom- 
mend that some time the commission look 
into the proposition of giving sympathy and 
encouragement and furnishing interpreters 
and teachers for these immigrants. I have 
made a fortune and I am willing at any 
time to give a substantial contribution te 
such a work.”

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CHINA GETS JAP ULTIMATUM 


Empire Sends Warning to Repub- 
lic to Meet Demands.

PEKING, Sept. 26.—Japan has sent an ulti- 
matum to China in which the latter country 
is told that it must comply with the recent 
demands of the mikado’s government 
The Japanese minister at Peking on Thurs- 
day called the attention of the Chinese gov- 
ernment to the fact that it was nearly a fort- 
night since it had promised to comply with 
the demands of his country for reparation 
for the killing of Japanese subjects and in- 
sults to the flag at Nanking and elsewhere 
and added that if satisfaction was not ac- 
corded within three days Japan would con- 
sider itself at liberty to take such steps as 
it thought fit. 


Unable to Give Apology. 

Gen. Chang Hsun, the Chinese commander. 
at Nanking, whose treops were responsible 
for the killing of the Japanese, has not 
complied with the request that he parade his 
troops in front of the Japanese consulate at 
Nanking and that he make a personal apology 
to the consul. 

A recent dispatch from Shanghai said Gen. 
Chang Hsun had made such an apology, but 
it seems now that he did not do so. Heis 
eredited with a persona! willingness to apol- 
ogize, but the difficulty is about parading his 
troops in front of the consulate, as it is likely 
the troops would refuse to obey such orders. 


Warships and Marines Ready. 

Meanwhile ten Japanese warships crowded 
with marines are awaiting the issue of the 
latest notice to China in the Yangtse Kiang 
near Nanking.

Pattison Klein, head of the depart- 
ment of public speaking in the Columbia 
College of Expression, arrived yesterday 
to speak before the newly organized German- 


American Woman's association in the Hotel | 


La Salle. His impromptu speech was 
greeted with a series of gasps. 

Two persons had spoken in German before 
he arrived. Both speakers advocated the 
use of the ballot by women. The association 
ig a social-political one, some of the mem- 
bers of which are prominent in the equal 
suffrage organizations of Chicago. 

Prof. Klein knew nothing about the pur- 
pose of the organization. He did not un- 
derstand the German language, with which 
Mrs. Anna M. Schaedier introduced him. 
He asked what he was to talk about and 
he was told “ the feminist movement or suf- 
frage.”” He launched easily into his dis- 
course, but the first part was greeted with 
@ general expression of dissent. 


Thinks Feminism Will Fail. 

“Feminism as a political process,” he said 
further on, “is bound to fail. Suffrage will 
become widespread in the nation, I have no’ 
doubt, but like all similar movements in 
history it will run its course and die out.” 

Several women raised their lorgnettes. A 
few bent heads together and interchanged 
private opinions. Gaesps were audible at 
every new turn of phrase. 

‘The ballot ie not going to clean up the 
immorality in this country,” he continued. 
“The double standard of miorals will not 
be changed through political activity. To 
think of controlling the public morals by 
legislation is an absurdity. The effect of 
women in politics will be almost nil.”" (An- 
other series of gasps, whisperings, and more 
bendings of heads together.

VOTE MACHINES FAIL AGAIN 


Show Deficiency at Election of 
Pension Fund Trustee. 


LESSON TO AUTHORITIES. 


Controller Gets Complaint That Device 
Failed to Record. 


A new complaint against the voting ma- 
chines bought by the board of election com- 
missioners under its $1,000,000 contract was 
made public yesterday. 

Three of the machines were used last Satur: 
day in the election of a trustee of the munic- 
ipal pension fund. About 660 city employés 
voted on the devices. It is charged that 
thirty-two votes thus cast were not recorded 
by the machines. 

While the loss of that number of votes is not 
sufficient to overthrow the election, because 
the winner had a’ plurality of several hun- 
dred, the complaint is regarded as important 
for two reasons. 

The first charge is that if city hall employés 
are not intelligent enough to operate the 
mechanism, there are thousands of citizens 
who could not use the machines properly. 
The second is that if the mechanism is so 
deficient as to fail to record 5 per cent of the 
votes cast, its use might control a city elec- 
tion. 

Complaint Made by Bernard McMahon. 

This most recent complaint against the de- 
vices was made to City Controller Traeger by 
one of the men in charge of the election, Ber- 
nard McMahon of the city collector's office. 
The difference in the total vote cast on the 
machines and the vote recorded was dis- 
covered when the public counters and the 
totals given the candidates were compared. 

As there were only two candidates, this 
comparison was regarded as valid where a 
similar test in a general election would not 
be given so much consideration because of 
the amount of scratching done by voters. In 
many instances yoters forget or decline to 
vote for the head of the ticket in a city or 
other statutory election, while in this case, 
it was said, every voter went to the polls to 
vote for ome or the other of the two candi- 
dates. 

The fault was ascribed to several possi!bili- 
ties and to one or two in particular. One of 
these theories was that the men whose votes 
were not recorded pulled down the lever in 
front of their candidate’s name and then 
raised it again, thinking the pulling down 
had recorded their votesand wishing to con- 
ceal for whom they had voted before the 
curtain was opened. The othor was that the 
lever throwing back the curtain was not 
thrown back with sufficient force to record 
the votes. 

Controller Traeger Comments. 

“This may be of great importance,” said 
Controller Traeger.

MOTHER TO HELP» 


VICTIMS PROVIDED . FOR. 


Attorney Denies Criminality; 
Says Client’s Worst Fault Is 
Incapacity for Business. 


Word was receivgd in Chicago yesterday 
from St. Joseph, Mo., that the mother of Migs 
Mabel Sturtevant, who is one of the wealth~ 
lest women in southern Missouri, intends to 
do her utmost to procure the acquittal of the 
girl. Miss Sturtevant is under arrest here 6n 
@ charge of using the malis to defraud. 

Miss Sturtevant is regarded highly at 
Brookfield, Mo., where she was reared. When 
she reached high school age her parents re- 
moved to St. Joseph, where she received her 
high school education. When she had been 
graduated there she went to'Columbia to at- 
tend the State university, and was graduated 
from the schoo! of law in 1908. 

The young woman won a scholarship entie 
tiling her to two years’ foreign travel, and 
with her mother she wentabroad. Many ar- 
ticles written by her concerning her travels 
were published in the magazines of the United 
States, and Brookfield felt very proud of her, 
It was one of the provisions of her scholar- 
ship that she should devote part of her time 
in studying how to give poor girls educa- 
tion. 


Examine Accused Girl’s Letters. 
Hundreds of letters written by Miss Sturtee 
vant appealing to society women for finangial 
assistance for poor girls seeking college edu~< 
cation were examined during the day by post- 
office inspectors. Files in the office of the 
Associated College Women Workers, of 


which Miss Sturtevant is president, were 
seized by the postal authorittes. 

From a prospectus the federal authorities 
learned that Mise Sturtevant during 1912 
operated her alleged fraudulent mail schemes 
among college girls at twenty-one schools 
‘and colleges in lilinois and adjacent states. 

The methods of Miss Sturtevant were calied 
to the attention of Chief Postoffice Inspector 
Stuart last fall, after several civic workers 
and organizations, the police and'the state's 
attorney's office declined to prosecute on the 
ground of insufficient evidence. Gen. Stuart 
at that time decided the evidence of alleged 
wrong doing did not warrant any action on 
his part. 

Miss Sturtevant won the sympathy of her 
accusers on this occasion by asserting thata 
certain Mrs. Evans, former treasurer of the 
organization, had absconded with $1.800 of 
the organization’s funds. Settlements were 
effected with most of the girl canvasser. 
Some were withdrawn from college and some 
were forced to quit because of the lack of 
funds. 


Reorganizes Her Company. 

Then Miss Sturtevant started out new une 
der an Illinois charter, and the scheme wag 
rejuvenated with Miss Sturtevant as presi- 
dent, Anne L. Wright as vice president, and 
Mrs. Sara W. Harris as secretary and treas- 
urer. Mrs. Harris is the wife of D. EB. G. 
Harris, who became suety for Miss Sturte< 
vant’s appearance in court. 

“ All my obligations to the girls would have 
been .met if the postal authorities had ‘ 
closed in on me,” said Miss Sturtevant 
terday. “ For one solid week I was assiste 
ing them in going over my tangled affairs, 
and just when everything seemed to be 
amicably arranged the ingepectors arrested 


me. They cannot convict me. If my inten. 
tions had been wrong I never would have 
given notes to the women who advanced me 
loans.”’ 


Charges Inspectors Broke Faith. 

“ The postoffice inspectors certainly broke 
faith in this case, but it will avail them noth- 
ing,’ said Attorney Carl O. Beroth, repre= 
senting Miss Sturtevant. “ They have noth-« 
ing against my client. Miss Sturtevant may 
be a rainbow chaser, but she is not dishonest. 
She should have quit when she was under 
fire a year ago, but she had a stock of 1,8(") 
books she wanted to get rid of. Miss Sturte- 
vant is to be pitied. Her fault is simply a 
lack of business ability.’’ 

The sixteen co-eds of Northwestern uni- 
versity left stranded by Miss Sturtevant 
were provided for during the day. 

Mies Josephine Mack, captain of tthe girls 
who were on the road selling cook books, 
announced that various individuals in Evans. 
ton and Chicago have advanced loans to thie 
giris so that their college course will not 
have to be interrupted. The young women 
got loans in sums of from $100 to $300, accord- 


ing to the necessities of each individual case.

, TOPAYITS DEBTS 


Administration Locates Plen- 
ty-of Money to Tide It 
Over Until April 1. 


EXPERTS FIND BALANCE. 


—_—---— 


Heavy Appropriations Made by 
 Forty-eighth Assembly Will 
Be Sidetracked. 


‘BY Aa STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Springfield, Ill. Sept. %.—[{Special. ]—The 
state of Illinois, no longer is “‘ broke.” Its 
* nose is on the grindstone ’’—to quote a state 
official—but there is plenty of money in real 
cash to take care of all current running ex- 
penses of the general government, the chari- 
table, penal, and reformatory institutions, 

and the state norma! schools. 

The big scare given state employés shortly 
after the Democrats took over the state ad- 
ministration, based upon the allegation that 
the Deneen régime had left the treasury 
minus a working balance of any size, was 
dissipated today by figures compiled by ex- 
perts. 

Big Balance by Oct, 1. 

Wednesday morning, Oct. 1, will findinthe 
state treasury an actual cash balance to the 
eredit of the general fund of not less than 
$1,500,000 and probably several! hundred thou- 
gand dollars more, dependent upon the num- 
ber of warrants outstanding which are pre- 
sented for payment. Added to this, on April 
1, when the cash paid in for state taxes be- 
comes available, it is estimated there will! 
be $3,925,000 in the treasury. 

This sum will pay all of the salaries of all | 
state officers and employes, together with 
postage and traveling expenses; all of the 
upkeep of the nineteen charitable ‘institu- 
tions, the four penal and reformatory insti- 
tutions, and the five normal schools, and all 
of the food and medicines needed for the un- 
fortunate wards of the state for that period. 

Admittedly there will be no “ velvet for 
paying bills listed in the extraordinary ap- 
propriations of the Forty-eighth general as- 
sembly, and there are to be no warrants is- 
sued for new buildings or repairs unless ab- 
solutely needed between now and April 1. 

Figures Show Working Balance.

LITTLE CAPITOL’? 


All Illinois Offices Located in 
City May Be United Under 
One Roof. 
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SAVING TO ‘STATE SEEN. 


Joint Session of Legislative Bu- 
reau and Economy Commis- 
sion Lays Plan. — 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., Sept. 26.—[Specia].]—Pre- 
liminary steps were made today for combin- 
ing under one roof all of the state depart- 
ments and officials having bffices scattered 
over the loop in Chicago. / 

Senators and representatives who attended 
the joint session of the legislative bureau 
and the economy commission suggested that 
the move will lead directly to the construc- 
i st a “little state house ”’ in Chicago. 
There was considerable talk that a state 
building should become an item in the gen- 
eral Chicago plan. 

Seeks Figures on Cost. 

As a first requisite to such an undertaking 
the secretary, Finley Bell, was instructed to 
procure from the heads of the departments 
which maintain offices in Chicago a state- 
ment of the rentals and operating expenses 
for all of the departments doing business 
in that city, the amount of rentals paid 
by the state, and the location of the present 
scattered offices and suggestions as to the 
proper method of procedure. 

These five legislators compose a subcom- 
mittee having this matter in charge: Sena- 
tors Niels Juul of Chicago, Charles F. Hur- 
burgh of Galesburg, and W. Duff Piercy of 
Mount Vernon, Speaker William McKinley, 
and Representative Edward J. Smejkal of 
Chicago. 


Some of Offices Affected. 

Among the offices affected were those of 
the railroad and warehotse commission and 
the grain inspection department which have 
many offices in the rew Insurancé building; 
the factory inspection department, which is 
using a floor; the board of health, the board 
of pharmacy, and other boards which meet 
monthly and which conduct examinations in 
the city, and the legislative committees, 
which meet frequently and are compelled to 
use‘hotel rooms. 

It was suggested, moreover, that the proper 
solution would be to.combine all of the 
branches of state activity in one building, 
furnish a location for the Supreme court 
justices having business in Chicago, for the 
Appellate court which is paying rent for 
offices, for an office for the governor when 
on official business in Chicago, and possibly 
rooms assigned to each of the nineteen sena- 
torial districts in/Cook county, where sena- 
tors and represéntatives could have head- 
quarters during stipulated hours for the 
transaction of public affairs. 


QUEENSTOWN BOARD SCORES 
CAPTAIN OF LINER OLYMPIC. 


Claim Made That Pas:engers and Mails 
Could Have Been Taken On Had 
Steamer Entered Harbor. 


QUEENSTOWN, Sept. 26—The urban 
council, at a meéting today, severely criti- 
cised the White Star’ line for the hardships 
which the 281 passengers who intended to 
sail from here on the Olympic were subjected 
to by being kept for five hours on board 
tenders in bad weather when the steamer 
failed to come into Queenstown harbor yes- 
terday. 

It was stated that the Olympic arrived off 
Queenstown five hours before high water 
and that in this time the passengers and 
mails could have been put on board had 
Capt. H. J. Haddock brought his vessel into 
port.

Doctors Tell of Tricks Used by 
Men Taking Tests for 
Fire Department. 


ONE HAS WATER INJECTED 


Bastinado and Thumps on Head 
with Shoe Brush Are Among 
Methods Used, 


If you lack a fraction of an inch of the 
height necessary for the attainment of some 
cherished ambition you may gain it by one 
or more of three methods. 

First—Raise the scalp the necessary 
distance by an injection of water beneath 


the skin. 

Second—Bastinado the soles of the feet 
with a flat club until they swell the required 
amount. 

Third—Have a sincere friend “ bump” 
your head forcibly with a shoe brush. 

These scientific disclosures were made in 
the offices of the city civil service commis- 
sion yesterday. Dr. E. T. Olson, physical 
examiner, and Secretary R. A. Widdowson 
are responsible for giving them to the world. 


Finds Man with Pulpy Scalp. 

Dr. Olson measured an applicant for the 
fire department last Monday. His height 
was 5 feet 744, inches. The rules require that 
firemen must be 5 feet 8 inches tall. ‘The 
aspirant went away sorrowfully, but re- 
turned yesterday wearing a confident smile. 
Dr. Olson took his height. It was5 feet 7% 
inches. He stood back and looked his man 
over. Then he placed a hand on the candi- 
dates scalp. It felt ** pulpy.’ 

‘Why, I was born that way,”’ 
man under examination. 

“ G'wan,” protested Olson. ‘ Thatis water 
injected under the scalp and you still lack a 
quarter of an inch. You can’t get enough 
water in to make it, either. You're out. The 
water will disappear in a few days and you’l] 
be all right.

“ It’s the first case of water on the brain,” 
said Widdowson, “ but we have encountered 
two other stunts of the same kind. The first 
was a trick of doing a bastinado on the soles 
of the feet.

Pounded on Head with Shoe Brush. 

“One fellow in the dressing room got an- 
other to hit him on the head with a shoe 
brush. The first smash was not hard enough 
and he told him to hit twice as hard. The 
man with the brush was afraid of braining 
him, but he hit him a little harder. 

“The man who was hit went out to be 
measured and when he returned he wanted 
to lick the fellow that hit him. ‘If you had 
hit me as hard as I told you to,’ he said, ‘I 
would have got by. Now I’maquarter of an

County Merit Board Accepts Dr. 
W. J. Anderson’s Resignation. 


NEW TIP IN GRAFT HUNT. 


Doctors Inform Against a Former 
Senior Physician. 


Dr. William J. Anderson has resigned as 
night warden of the county hospital. His 
resignation was accepted by the civil service 
commission, to which it was referred. 

The place in all probability will be filed by 
the appointment of Warren P. Morrill of 
Benton Harbor, Mich., who stands at the 
head of the eligible list. Dr. Morril! has been 
asked to report on Monday. Roger T. 
Vaughn of 6048 Jefferson avenue is second 
on the list. 


Quit Because of Mother. 

With his resignation Dr. Anderson an- 
nounced he desired to return to private prac- 
tice. Explaining his retirement, Dr. An-’ 
derson sald: 

‘My mother is 74 years old, and we have 
lived alone since my father’s death. She 
has not been in good health, and I could not 
afford to take further chances by remaining 
away from her at night. I have worked ten 
and one-half hours at the hospital every 
night, always with the fear of leaving my 
mother by herself.’’ 

During his years of duty at the hospital 
Dr. Anderson has been the chief surgeon of 
the night staff and has performed nany suc- 
cessful emergency operations. 

Information given by physicians during the 
day to County Agent Joseph Meyer, who is in- 
vestigating the use of the county hospital for 
the payment of political debts, involved a 
former senior physician of the institution. 

No names were given out by the investi- 
gators because they are seeking affidavits 
from former internes said to be wavering. 
Thomas E. Whalen of the agent's staff left 
for Eureka, IIl., last night to obtain further 
evidence. 


Money from “Charity” Patient. 

The physician, it is said, obtained money 
from a “ charity” patient brought in through 
political influence and permitted an interne 
to do the work. The interne it is said, 
“knew too much" and was discharged, but 
later was reinstated and given his diploma 
when he presented the evidence to the senior 
doctor. Then he left his information to a 
friend as a weapon of self-defense. 

Records of the patiént, who had, according 
to investigators, a number of gold pieces in 
his pocket when he arrived, have been 
“changed.’’ The name is spelled three ways 
and his occupation as saloonkeeper scratched 
out and given as laborer. 

“I know thers is some such case,”’ said 
Mr. Meyer, ‘‘ but I won't say anything about 
it. If the others learn what line we are 
working on they will go about and atrengthen 
their friends and we won't get the evidegce.

OPPOSED TO SEGREGATION. 

N a discussion of the venereal disease 

problem at the meeting of the American 

Health association, Dr. J. H. Landis of 

Jincinnati took the position that a 

proper control of prostitution was the 
principal weapon, and Dr. C. F. Boldnan of 
New York City thought the proper plan was 
to go after the diseases themselves after 
much the same method employed in the con- 
trol of other forme of infection. 

It was Dr. Landis’ opinion that prostitu- 
tion and alcohol were the two great forces 
that made for the spread of venereal dis- 
ease, and that not much could be done ex- 
cept they be included in the plans. 

In two discussions of prostitution in this 
association and one in the preventive medi- 
cine section of the American Medical as- 
sociation, the sentiment of the health officers 
has been opposed to a segregated district and 
so-called regulation. Inspection and certi- 
fication they have condemned in each meet- 
ing as not tending to control venereal dis- 
ease. 

> 

Venereal diseases are forms of contagion. 
Their control is the natural next step for 
departments of health. They are the only 
forms of markedly contagious disease not 
bow definitely proceeded against by health 
officers, for most health officers, not know- 
ing what to do, shut their eyes and affect 
to ignore them, 

In 1912 the New York health department 
adopted rules about along the same lines as 
the Chicago ordinance of 1909. They be- 
gan enforcing them in January last. By 
these rules, venereal diseases are made re- 
portable. The register in which they are 
reported is not a public document in the 
seuse of being accessible to every one. 

The laboratories make all sorts of tests 
for the contagion of venereal diseases. 
These tests are made without charge. For 
the time being the health department is 


| stimulating the development of venereal! dis- 


ease services in the existing hospitals and 
dispensaries. 

If experience demonstrates the need, spe- 
cial dispensaries and perhaps hospitals will 
be established. 

The best and most up to date treatment 
is given free if the affected persons cannot 
pay. Special insistence is put upon the con- 
tinnance of treatment until cure is com- 
plete. 

The plan has met with some opposition; 
nevertheless, in less than eight months more 
than six thousand cases were recorded. It 
has been found rather easy to get venereal 
diseases reported.

COOK COUNTY AND GOOD ROADS. 
In the trade district of some 750 square 
miles surrounding the city of Minneapolis 
one-third of the acreage is in hay and pas- 
ture, one-third in grain, and one-third in gar- 
dens and orchards. The tendency is to an in- 
crease of the number of holdings and a de- 
crease of acreage per holding—in short, a 
prosperous dairy and garden region is devel- 
oping to supply the needs of the twin cities, 
, The importance of this development was 
recognized by the Minneapolis Civic and 
Commercial association, whose committee on 
highways made an extensive survey of cgu- 
ditions, especially those of transportation 
facilities. In a booklet entitled “ The Cost 
of Bad Roads,” the striking results of the 
Committee’s investigations are set forth. 
Chicago o'ght to have such a survey. 
The Minneapolis investigators found, first 
of all, that the roads and highways used by 
the dairymen, orchardists, and gardeners 
who supply the people of Minneapolis and 
St. Paul with their necessary wares are 
ander confused jurisdictions, tlie officials of 
seven counties, three cities, twenty-two yil- 
lages, twenty-nine townships, thirteen 
wards, one borough, and one park district. 
The good roads act passed at the last ses- 
sion of the Illinois legislature makes at least 
a beginning of the end of a similar situation 
about Chicago. There is today no clear un- 
derstanding of the needs and possibilities 
of road improvement from the point of view 
of dairy and garden supply for the city.

INHERITANCE TASES. 
The late Anthony N. Brady left an estate 


estimated at from $70,000,000 to $100,000,- 


000. Of this $6,500,000, approximately, was 
in England. The “death duties” on this 
sum are $1,050,000, 

Ir’ Mr. Brady's entire $70,000,000 were 
similarly taxed in the United States the 
public treasury of New York would be richer 
by over ten millions. 

The English law provides for death duties 
of 15 per cent on estates over $5,000,000, be- 
sides legacy and succession taxes. New 
York provides for a 5 per cent inheritance 
tax. The Illinois law provides different 
rates, ranging from $1 per $100 value, where 
the succession is to immediate lineal rela- 
tives, up to $6. 

The inheritance tax is in its incipiency in 
the United States, but the next generation 
will see itsrapid growth. Wisconsin, Idaho, 
California, and North Carolina have grad- 
uated rates as high as 15 per cent; Texas, 
up to 12 per cent; South Dakota, 10 per 
cent. The tendency toward taxing enor- 
mous aggregations of wealth is likely to bring 
the other states to these or even more sharp- 
ly graduated and higher rates.

+ Marchand, therefore, found himself a rela- 
tively rich man within ten years after his 
return to France from St. Helena, and, kav- 
ing acquired excellent manners during his 
domestic service with: Napoleon, found no 
difficulty in winning the hand of the daugh- 
ter of Gen. Baron Brayer, peer of France 
and gcvernor of Strassburg.

When King Louis Philippe’s sailor son, 
Admiral the Prince de Joinville, was sent out 
to St. Helena to bring back to France the 
remains of the emperor for entombment at 
the Invalides, Marchand was invited to take 
part in the expedition in order to establish 
the -dentity of the body on its disinterment. 

A difficulty ensued as to his status on 
boarc. As arich man and as a son-in-law 
of a general he could not be asked to mess 
with the servants. On the other hand. his 
status as valet of the emperor seemed to 
preciude his ranking with the officers.

When Napoleon III. came to the throne 
he still further advanced Marchand to the

j; him a present of $100,000, in addition to an 


. annuity of $5,000 a year, and finally conferred 


upon him the title of count and an elaborate 
coat of arms. 

Marchand died in 1876, full of years and of 
honors, and by reason of his rank in the 
ordei of the Legion of Honor, received an im- 
posing military funeral.

FOSTER FOR PORTO RICO JOB? 
ONLY CANDIDATE IN FIELD. 


Name of Illinois Representative Pre- 
sented to Garrison—Believed He Willi 
Win Governorship.

Washington, D. &., Sept. 26.—[{Special. ]— 
The name of Representative Martin D. Fos- 
ter of Illinois was presented to the secretary 
of war today for the position of governor of 
Porto Rico. Mr. Foster has the indorse- 
ment of the Illinois delegation and a num- 
ber of other congressmen. He is now the 
only candidate for the place whose name has 
been pre ented formally. 

Some weeks ago the president tendered the 
wzovernorship to Henry Rossell, a banker of 
Wilmington, Del. 

Mr. Foster is serving his fourth term asa 
member of congress from the Twenty-third 
district. He is-one of five practicing physi- 
cians in the house and senate and is.chair- 
man of the house committee on mines and 

mining and a member of the committee on 
rules. 

Senator Lewis and Representative Stringer 
both stated today that they believed he 
would be named.

After months of continuances Dr. Louis D. 
Rogers was acquitted yesterday of the charge 
of conducting the National Medical univer- 
sity, 1428 Wells street, without a license. 
After the acquittal Dr. Rogers was credited 
- with having a pull with Chicago's invisible 
' government. 


| The particular technicality involved was 
| that the complaint named the National Medi- 
| cal university instead of the National Emer- 
| gency hospital. Both institutions are operat- 
ed at the same address, but the National 
Emergency hospital is said to be the parent 
of the National Medical university. Rogers 
claims to be merely chief surgeon and not 
owner of the university. Just what his con- 
nection with the hospital is will be estab- 
lished by a new suit which will be started to- 
day against the hospital by the health de- 
partment. 


| McInerney Declines to Use Facts, 
| The case was tried before a jury. The 
| prosecution was conducted by M. Solberg of 

City Prosecutor MelInerney's office. The 
| facts which the prosecutor caused to be pre- 
sented to the jury did not establish to any- 
body's satisfaction who owns the National 
Medical university. 

This weakness in the prosecutor's case was 
due to Mr. MclInerney’s refusal to use facts 
offered to him long before the case came on 
for trial. Tue TRIBUNE some time ago ex- 
posed Rogers as the keeper of an alleged 
medical university which is a menace to pub- 
lic health. A TRIBUNE reporter found the re- 
mains of a human body buried in the back 
yard of this alleged hospital. 

Through Attorney Dwight P. Greene THE 
TRIBUNE offered to supply McInerney with 
witnesses who would testify that Rogers was 
the head of the hospital and give other facts 
important to the prosecution. Mr. McInerney 
rejected the offer with the threat that “ if 
this is THE TRIBUN®’s case I'l) have it nolle 
prossed.”’ 

After the case had been disposed of a TRIB- 
UNE reporter called on Judge Newcomer, be- 
fore: whom it had been tried. While he was 
there a man who gave the name of Dr. Per- 
kins and who said he was a teacher In the 
National Medical university dropped in. He 
volunteered the following information: 


Judge Traps Rogers’ Employe. 

“THe TRIBUNE planted that body in the 
back yard of the hospital. 

“Wolf Logan, who isa detective-reporter 
for THE TRIBUNE, told me that. He also told 
me and Dr. C. W. Owens, who is a teacher 
at the university, that he would get us jobs 
with the American Medical association if we 
would go on the witness stand and give per- 
jured testimony against Dr. Rogers. The 
American Medical association is back of THE 
TRIBUNE in its fight on Dr. Rogers.” 

At this point Judge Newcomer proceeded 
to do-a little questioning. 

“Does Dr. Rogers pay you for your serv- 
ices?’ he asked. 

“ Yes, $25 a week,’’ answered Perkins. 

‘But Dr. Rogers testified today that he 
didn’t pay any one at his institution,” said 
Judge Newcomer. 

‘* Well, that’s at the hospital—I’m a teacher 
at the university.”’ 

“ But Dr. Rogers testified that no one in 
any department of the institution was paid.”’ 

‘‘ Well, that’s wrong—I am, and I know that 
Dr. Owens is also paid. Dr. Rogers is con- 


ducting that institution.”’ 

‘* He testified that he was not,”’ said Judge 
Newcomer. 

** Well, he is; everybody knows that.” 

Dr. Owens corroborated the statements 
with regard to payment of wages. “Of 
course I'm paid,”’ he said. ‘‘I havea wifeto 
support.”’ 


Body Buried by Rogers’ Order. 

The following statement was made by 
Logan: 

“ The body in question was buried in the 
back yard by two other medical students and 
myself, acting under the orders of Dr. Rogers. 
He gave us 20 cents for chloride of lime and 
formalin to place on the corpse before bury- 
ing it.

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COTTON TAX ROW STILL: HOT 


Tariff Bill Ready to Be Presented 
to Congress. 


IT MAY NOT BE ACCEPTED. 


Expected Adjustment of Futures 
Squabble Will Be Demanded. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—The tariff bill 
is tonight a completed document, except for 
the provision taxing trades in cotton futures. 
Tomorrow a completed proof of the confer- 
ence report will be taken up for revision by 
the Democrats. The six Republican mem- 
bersr of the conference comniittee were sum- 
moned today to meet at a full committee 
meeting at 10 o'clock on Monday. 

The formality of submitting the conference 
report to the Republicans is not expected to 
take much time and it is believed the report 
will be presented to the house Monday after- 
noon by Representative Underwood. 


Disagree on Cotton Tax. 

In the final session today, a further futile 
attempt was made to settle the fight over the 
cotton. futures tax. The senate conferees 
changed front and agreed to give up the 
Clarke amendment altogether, but the house 
members refused to permit this. 

The senate in turn refused to accept the pro- 
posed Smith-Lever compromise, and in the 
end it was determined to report a disagree- 
ment to both branches of congress, and let 
the senate and house determne what should 
be done toward regulating or taxing the 
trading in cotton for future delivery. 


Settle Differences on Bill. 

The final differences in the bill were ad- 
jJusted as follows: 

The house receded from its rate of one-half 
cent per pound on lead ore, and accepted the 
senate rate of three-fourths cent per pound. 

The senate receded from its rate of 12% per 
cent ad valorem on zinc ore, and accepted the 
house rate of 10 per cent. 

The house gave up its demand that the 
woolen tariff rates go into effect at once and 
agreed to the dates fixed by the senate, name- 
ly: Woolen goods, January 1, 1914; raw wool, 
top, and waste, Dec. 1, 191%. 

The house receded from its provisions as 
to cotton threads, yarns, and cloths, accept- 
ing the senate amendments, which revised 
the schedules upon a new basis of thread 
count. 

The final agreements were reached late in 
the afternoon after a day in which Presi- 
dent Wilson had again been consulted by the 
leaders of both houses, and an effort made 
by each side to secure further concessions. 


Expect Objections in House. 

It is expected that objection will be made to 
the. conference report when it reaches the 
house on Monday, forcing it over to Tues- 
day’s session. 

Advocates of the cotton futurés compro- 
mise. known as the Smith-Lever plan, will 
endeavor to round up support in the house 
for a motion to send the bill back to con- 
ference again, with instructions to the con- 
ferees to adopt the compromise plan. A sim- 
ilar motion probably will be made in the 
senate 

It is believed the bill eca@nnot be completed 
by the two houses and sent to the president 
before the latter part of next week, owing 
to the parliamentary stages through which 
it must go, and the new conference that must 
be arranged on the cotton futures question.

TO TELL ORIGIN 


Can Be Called “Pure Havana” 
Only When They Meet 
Full Requirements. 


WILSON TO SIGN BILL. 


Makers Will Be Forced to Show 
When Porto Riean To- 
baceo Is Used. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—[Special.]— 
Smokers, who enjoy a good “‘ Havana "’ cigar, 
soon will need only to look on the label to 
ascertain whether the tobacco employed in 
making the cigar is genuine imported Havana 
goods. 

If the filler of the cigar is Porto Rican goods 
with a Havana wrapper, or American or 
Porto Rican filler with an imitation Havana 
wrapper, it will be so stated onthe label. All 
real Havana goods will be bonded by the 
government in a manner similar to whisky 
goods. 

Such is the provision of the Berriman bill, 
which probably will be signed by President 
Wilson on Tuesday. The bill provides that 
all cigars sold in the United States shall bear 
a stamp to indicate their character, origin of 
the tobacco from which made, and place of 
manufacture. 


Drawn by Tampa Man. 

The bill, which was an amendment to the 
tariff bill, was introduced in the senate by 
Senator Duncan U. Fletcher and in the house 
by Congressman 8S. M. Sparkman. It was 
drawn up by Edward C. Berriman of Tampa, 
Fla. The text of the amendment reads: 

‘ Provided: That cigars manufactured in 
whole of tobacco imported from one country, 
made and manufactured in such manufac- 
turing warehouses, may be withdrawn from 
home consumption upon the payment of the 
duties under such regulations as the secre- 
tary of the treasury may prescribe, and the 
payment of the internal revenue tax accruing 
thereon in their condition as withdrawn, and 
such cigars shall be stamped to indicate their 
character, origin of tobacco from which 
made. and place of manufacture.”’ 

The passage of the amendment will force 
manufacturers of supposedly Havana cigars 
—and it is said that of the 400,000,000 annually 
made in the United States, 2,000,000 are 
wrapped with Porto Rican or American 
wrappers—to label their goods in a manner 
similar to the provisions of the pure food act. 


Dingley Bill Caused Change. 

Before the passage of the Dingley bill in 
1894, which advanced the duty on cigars 
made in Cuba to $4.50 a pound, plus 25 per 
cent, and lowered the duty on Cuban grown 
tobacco 35 cents a pound on filler and $1.85 
a pound on wrapper, 75 per cent of all genuine 
Havana cigars consumed in the United 
States were made in Cuba. 

The passage of the Dingley bill reverse4 
these conditions, and today 75 per cent of 
the Havana cigars are made in the United 
States and 25 per cent come from Cuba. The 
duty on tobaccos from other foreign coun- 
tries, including Purto Rico, was the same as 
tobacco from Cuba. When the United States 
took Porto Rico the-duty on the raw mate- 
rial from [Porto Rico was cancelled and the

T is a very wise precaution for distin- 
guished men to write their own lives. 
Seeing how men suffer at the hands of 
their biographers one wonders that this 
course is not always taken. I am sure 

that Carlyle would have written his auto- 
biography if he had known what Froude was 
going to do with his life and letters. And I 
am equally sure that Jane Carlyle would 
have had her say and put herself right before 
the world if she had known what she knows 
now, if she has any connection with this 
mundane sphere. 

Apropos Senator Henry Cabot Lodge has 
written a volume of his “ EARLY MEM- 
ORIES" (Scribner). It would take more 
than one volume to record all of Senator 
Lodge's activities. From the day he left 
Harvard he has been a conspicuous figure 
im American literary and political life. 

A man with a Cabot and a Lodge in his 
mame could not help being born in Boston 
and if Senator Senator Lodge was not born 
under the shadow of the state house dome 
it was mighty near it that he first saw the 
light. His mother was Anna Cabot and 
her father Henry Cabot, after whom the 
senator was named. 


-o— 

Young Lodge was taught to read and write 
at a school kept by a Mrs. Parkman, who 
was a descendant of John Eliot, the apostle 
of the Indians. Mrs. Parkman was a close 
friend of Fanny Kemble, who at that time 
lived in Massachusétts, and one day the fa- 
mous actress came to their school and read 
to the children. 

Menry Cabot, Mr. Lodge's grandfather, 
was a great friend of Daniel Webster, with 
whom he often went fishing. A letter is 
quoted in this book from Webster to Cabot 
accompanying a string of trout, which he 
had just caught. Even the great Daniel was 
not above telling of the largest fish which 


_ got away. 


Mr. Lodge has known famous men all his 
life. One of the first whom he remembers 
was Charlies Sumner, who was a friend of 
his grandfather and father too. Mr. Lodge 
remembers him particularly not long after 
Preston Brooks’ attack upon him in the 
senate chamber.

Mr. Lodge believes that this assault upon 
@umner aroused the fighting epirit of the 
north and was one of the potent causes of the 
Sumner never really recovered 
from the attack: 

“Some time afterward—it must have been 
in 1850 or 1860, because the scene was not in 
Winthrop place, but in our new house on Bea- 
con street—Mr. Sumner, who had been in Eu- 
rope, came, as was his habit, to dine with us. 
In the middle of the Ginner he arose from his 
chair and stretched himself upon the sofa 
because the pain in his back was so severe 


» that he could not sit up longer without rest- 


ing himself. He never fully recovered, f 
think, from the effects of the aesault, for the 
spine was more or less permanently affected.” 
Rufus Choate was an intimate of the Cabot 
house. A story about Choate which was a 
great favorite with Mr. Lodge because the 
touch Is so light is this: 
' “ After the junior counsel had thoroughly 


prepared the case he took the client, who 


wished to etate his case to Mr. Choate per- 
sonally, to see the senior counsel. The client 
began: 

“* Of course, Mr. Choate, you understand 
the principle of the Jacquard loom?’ 

“* Certainly,’ said Mr. Choate, who had 
never heard of the loom before; ‘ of course, 
of course. But assume for the moment that 
I @o not understand the principle of the 
Jacquard loom and expound it to me as a pre-

I have been very much interested ina stors 
@bout the late Allen Thorndike Rice tha} 
Mr. Lodge tells. I knew Mr Rice very 
well when he was the editor and owner of 
the North American Review, and I knew 
that there was some mystery about his early 
life. A friend said to me once: “I have 
known Allen Rice ever since he was a girl.” 
I got no explanation at the time, but I find 
it in Mr. Lodge’s book. 
Mr. and Mrs. Rice were separated and 


, Were fighting for the possession of the boy. 


which the courts had given to the father. 
Mrs. Rice was a very determined woman 
and she had plenty of money. She arranged 
to have her child Kidnaped, and after he was 
caught and taken to her he was dressed 
like a girl so that he would not be discov- 
ered by his father or his father’s detectives. 

After some narrow escapes Mrs. Rice and 
the boy managed to reach Florida, where 
it was possible to conceal him. From there 
she made her way to England, where he was 
educated at public schools and finally at 
Oxford. Young Lodge was the only eye wit- 
ness to the kidnaping and it was his tes- 
timony in court that put the kidnapers in 


Jail.

Tt was during his early trip abroad that 
young Lodge met Charlotte Cushman. |

“*In what ship was it?’’ asked some one. 

“*I .don’t know,’ said Evarts. ‘I only 
know that we were all in transports.’ 

The other night at the Yale dinner just as 
Evarts rose to speak the large sugar orna- 
ment in front of him fell over. Evarts with- 
out a moment’s hesitation said: ‘ Ah, gentle- 
men, this is a candied tribute I did not ex- 
pect.’ ”’

The report or the downtown commission 


reads: 

“The Wabash Avenue church is almost en- 
tirely a mission church. Its property is steadily 
increasing in value.

There is almost 
no existing supporting constituency. The ex- 
pense of maintenance, considering interest on 
valuation and direct expense, is very large. 

“The commission therefore recommends that 
Wabash Avenue church ought not’ to solicit 
money from Methodists outside of its own mem- 
bership; that the property be leased as soon as 
possible, and that, if work be continued in the 
neighborhood, it be continued as a mission.”

Isn't work the most wonderful thing in the 
world to keep one happy? Here's a letter 
that I'm sure you'll be giad to read: 

“I'm the happiest woman in the world, I 
know. I don’t see how any one could be any 
happier than I am, anyway. And the reason 
I'm so happy is because I'm so busy. 

“About a year ago I began to realize -I 
would have to find some work to do or I 
would have to stop living. Everything seemed 
to be so hard. I was nervous and ill and al- 
most helpless. I had no-interest in life at all. 

“Then one day I read about how a woman 
who had been almost a nervous wreck had 
been able to find a new interest in life by 
finding some work to do. And somehow things 
didn’t seem quite so black to me. that day. 

“I could not think at first what sort of 
work to do. I could not do fine sewing. or 
cooking because I did not like to sew or cook 
and I knew that if I tried I would go off on a 
tangent.

I grew stronger-and busier 
and happier all the time, until now I’ know 
that I'm the busiest and the happiest woman 
you could find anywhere. And I want to thark 
you and every one of the home workers for 
the existence of such a wonder place as the 
Home Workers’ Market Place. If there hadn't 
been such a place I don’t know what would 
have become of me. I’m sure that I wouldn't 
have been so wonderfully happy as I am now.

Compote of Pears, and Unwashed Fruit. 


HE small pears in gencral make the most 

attractive and often the best tasting fruit 

dishes. The Italians have a pear com- 

pote that is excellent and mysterious— 

to the uninitiated. It consists of little 
pears cooked without peeling and served in @ 
red sirup. This sirup does not taste of wine, 
yet’ it ds made of a red family wine [mila], 
sugar, and a piece of cinnamon. The pears 
served in this seem to be freshly cooked, even 
though it stands to reason that the preserved 
fruit is used. This is the cCOMmon pear com- 
pote in Italy, but there are others,

COMPOTE OF PEARS (translated from the 
Italian.)—-Four large pears or eight small ones, 
one-fourth of & pound of powdered sugar, less 
for extremely sweet pears, two small glasses of 
water, one-half a lemon. If the pears are small 
leave them whole with their stems on; if they 
are large cut them in quarters. Peel them in 
any case, and throw them into the prescribed 
amount of water, into which the juice of the 
lemon has been squeezed. \This preserves the 
whiteness of the fruit. ° Boil them In the same 
water passed through a strainer. Put in the 
sugar when the water boils and shake the 
saucepan from time to time while the cooking 
is going on. As the pears become soft and 
somewhat wrinkled take them out one by one 
in a tablespoon, and put them in a compote. 
Reduce the remaining liquid by boiling it until

“Simple Italian Cookery,” 
has translated the following recipe in which 
peaches are used instead of pears.

PEACHES WITH WINE—Take four ripe 
peaches, cut them in two, take out the stones, 
and cut them in thin slices. Put them in a 
bowl and cover them up until wanted. (This 
is not good advice. Peaches turn dark and 
should always be prepared at just the moment 
they are to be used.) Put in a saucepan one 
glass of red wine, two tablespoons of powdered 
sugar, a piece of cinnamon, and a piece of rind 
of lemon. Boil these together and then pour 
the liavid over the peaches in the bowl while 
still boiling. Cover the bowl and allew it to 
stand for at least two hours. Then turn into 
the dish in which you will serve the peaches 


and the wine.

NEW RAIL REVENUE RECORD 


Gross Operating Receipts for 
Year Total 4 171, 445,000. 


YF BEATING COSTS INCREASE. 


Net Operating Income Figures $842,- 
409,000 for 19138. 


American railroads’ gross operating reve- 
nue in the fiscal year ended June 30 last 
again passed all previous records and estab- 
‘lished a new high mark of $3,171,445,000, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the bureau of 
railway news and statistics of Chicago. This 
is roundly $298,000,000, or nearly 10 per cent, 
greater than in the 1911-'12 fiscal year. 

Operating expenses also increased in a 
slightly larger ratio, due principally to thd 
heavy charges to maintenance in the spring. 
The early months showed a reduction of the 
operating ratio, but each’ of the last five 
showed an increase, the change in March 
reaching 2.98 per cent. The year’s ratio of 
expense to gross was 69.40, against 69.26 a 
year ago. 


Gain in Net Operating Income. 

Outside revenue was a little higher ani 
taxes a little lower, so that in the end net 
operating income figures a good gain, $842.,- 
408,000 for 1913, comparing with $762:663,000 
a yearago. This shows a fractionally higher 
percentage saved. 

The comparison is fairly favorable in this ) 
instance, because the roags a year ago haj 
not been able to adjust themfelyeg te the 
new conditions imposed on them in the way 
of higher wages and lower freight rates. 
Comparison with 1908-'10 is not so pleasing. 
Out of a gross gain of $384,000,000 there was 
saved only $4,000,000 gain for net. 

And there is another feature which nmiurt 
be kept in mind. There has been marked 
expansion in railroad construction since 
1906-07. Trackage has increased from.827,- 
£75 miles to about 375,000. That meatis an

MINNEAPOLIS POINTS WAY 


Figures Secured by Civic and 
_ Commerce Association Arouse 
Great Interest. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 
The country commissioners are discussing 
the feasibility of a survey of the agricultural 
district around Chicago, They feel that it 


. Should be made, but are not certain regard- 


ing how they should go about it. They think 
that it should extend beyond Cook county 
and are uncertain whether it would be legal 
to spend money for a survey outside of the 
county. | 

The purpose of the survey is to determine 
the value and cost of good roads. Such an 
inquiry was made last year by the Civic and 
Commerce association of Minneapolis. After 
collecting data the association made a re- 
port on the reverse side of the subject—** The 
Cost of Bad Roads." | 

That report figured the loss to the farmers, 
of which there were 4,069 in the trade dis- 
trict, totaled $608,728.15 annually.. They also 
asserted that 21 per cent of the produce 
which should have come to Minneapolis was 
taken to other markets because of the bad 
roads. The value of this 21 per cent was 
placed at $1,413,803. 


What Bad Roads Cost Farmers. 

Some of the pointed paragraphs in the Min- 
neapolis report regarding the loss in 1911 of 
the farmers are: 

Each farmer's loss, $150. 

He lost $1.70 on every acre he farmed. 

He lost 13 cents every time he carried @ ton of 
farm produce over a mile of bad roads. 

He lost 8 per cent of his total crop. 


If he owned 100 acres grew thisties on nine. 

He pald as mat for bad roads ag he did for his 
hired help. 

He paid $10 shore for bad roads than he did for 


feed for his stock. 

He paid ong -five tienen as much for bed roads 
as he paid for commercial] fertilizer. 

He paid a bad road tax/of $14.30 per $1,000-1% 


per cent on his total inveatment. 

What the farmers of thie district lost last year 
because ‘of bad roads wold have bought all the 
corn produced in the district, or all the wheat, or 
the oat crop twice over, all but 10 per cent of 
the potatoes, or all the ley, rye, flaxseed, tim- 
othy seed, hay, and forage combined. 

If the farmers kept the money they spent for bad 
roads they could pay of thei mortgages in three 
years and still have enou left to go on a $100,000 
spree in that “‘ saloon by the lake."’ 
| Commenting omeraly on the loss, the re-- 
port says: 

** Appalling losses of every conceivable na- 
ture are revealed by the tabulation of the 
figures of the 4,069 farmers in the district, 
In 1911 they hauled to market 560 tons of 
farm produce and sold it for $6,665, 680.47. 
They had to make 305,000 trips to doit. The 
time they spent was equal to 800 years of 
eight hour work days. The distance they 
traveled was equal to 188 times the circum- 


ference of the world. 


City Loses Much Business. 

“Their produce was all grown in the dis- 
trict tributary to Minneapolis and should 
have been brought to Minneapolis, but in- 
stead—on account of the bad roade—the farm- 
éts took 21 per cent of it elsewhere, a total 
of $1,413,808.”’

Directors Decline to Discuss Rumor,

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 26.—President Rea 
of the Pennsylvania railroad announced to- 
day that the board of directors of the com- 
pany had decided to sell its security holdings 
in the anthracite coal companies which have 
been attached to its system for nearly forty 
years.

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JUDGE BALQWIN EXPLAINS 
LANGUAGE FROM THE BENCH. 


Repudiates Published Statement That 
He Criticised Motives of Vote Fraud 


Special Grand Jury. 

Circuit Judge Jesse A. Baldwin yesterday 
repudiated statements in a morning news- 
paper which quoted him as attacking the 
motive of the vote fraud inquiry by the spe- 
cial grand jury affecting the election of 
State’s Attorney Hoyne and other officials. 

‘“‘My language from the bench,” he said, 
‘in dismissing a motion to vacate a previous 
order, which in effect held that the recount 
of the state’s attorney vote had not invali- 
dated Mr. Hoyne’s title to his office so far as 
the civil litigation before me was concerned, 
was misinterpreted. 
ments credited to me the writer drew upon 
his imagination." 

Among other things Judge Baldwin waa 
quoted as saying: 

“Tt have presided at the sessions of the 
court in which the election was investigated 
and closely observed the count. There was 
nothing to indicate the slightest conclusion 
that there had been any general plot to per- 
petrate election frauds.” 

“TI did not say that. It is purely imagi- 
nary,” said the judge. “I said nothing to 
warrant any such conclusion. Nor did I use 
the word honorably in referring to Mr. 
Hoyne’s election. 

“What I did say was that the recount 
showed Mr. Hoyne had been elected by a 
considerable plurality. I also informed 
counsel for candidates who contested 
Hoyne’s election that their pleadings had left 
me no other alternative than to end the suit 
before me. My action does not in any way 
hamper the work of the special grand jury. 
On She contrary, I retained jurisdiction over 
the ballots and other election records of last 
November, which I previously had impound- 
ed, for the purpose of permitting the grand 
jury inquiry to continue without the slight- 
est handicap.’

STATE LEGISLATURE MUST ACT 
TO GET GOVERNMENT ROAD AID. 


Decision of Attorney General Means 
Illinois Must Make Appropriations to 
Secure Federal Co-operation. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.— Special.]- 
If illinois desires any federal aid for the cor- 


| struction of good roads, it is up to the state 


legislature to appropriate sufficient money 
that the state may codperate with the na- 
tional government in their construction. 

Many states declined to appropriate this 
year because of a confusion as to authority. 
An opinion of the attorney general, how- 
ever, has placed the authority in the loca! 
government after it meets the conditions of 
the federal government, the office of public 
rcads of the latter being given supervision 
merely to see that its regulations are ob- 
served. 

This decision also gives the right to states 
which use their convicts on the roads to em- 
ploy them in this road construction, though 
there was a protest against this in some 
quarters because of the prohibition against 
the government’s using convict labor.
